Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 1-7 and 21-23 is 
the inclusion therein of the limitation of "a backplane member that couples 
simultaneously to multiple backplanes, the backplane member defining multiple rows of 
holes, each row of holes including at least two holes" in combination with the other claim 
limitations. This limitation was neither disclosed nor taught by the cited prior art, alone 
or in combination. 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 8-15 and 24-26 
is the inclusion therein of the limitation of "a back plane member that couples 
simultaneously to the multiple backplanes, the backplane member defining multiple 
rows of holes, each row of holes including at least two holes" in combination with the 
other claim limitations. This limitation was neither disclosed nor taught by the cited prior 
art, alone or in combination. 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 16-20 and 27- 
29 is the inclusion therein of the limitation of "fastening a power supply member, which 
is configured to couple to the power supply, to a backplane member, which is 
configured to couple simultaneously to the multiple backplanes... the backplane member 
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defining multiple rows of holes, each row of holes including at least two holes" in 
combination with the other claim limitations. This limitation was neither disclosed nor 
taught by the cited prior art, alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 13 of Amendment, filed 9/1 1/03, with respect to 
the rejection under § 102 of independent claims 1 , 8 and 16 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection under § 102 of claims 1 , 8 and 16 has been 
withdrawn. Examiner agrees with Applicant's argument that the plates 51 , 53 of Duke 
are not multiple backplanes for which a backplane is a device (e.g., a motherboard) 
which connects together multiple circuit boards to provide communication therebetween 
and the Duke plates 51, 53 are not capable of operating to provide communication 
between circuit boards while still perform there operation of maintaining an ampere 
rating for the bars 41 , 43, 45 from one busway to the next.
